April 8— (Delayed)—Two hundred 
eighty-five members of the German 
foreign m inistry were captured last 
Thursday when the Sixth armored 
division rolled into this city, 19 
miles northw est of W eimar. 
Officials captured handled m at­ 
ters such as salaries, exchange of 
nationals with other countries, per­ 
sonnel and press communications, 
and among them «were several who 
had spent many years in Wash 
ington. 
However, Foreign M inister Jose 
him von Ribbentrop and other top 
figures in his departm ent were not 
among the prisoners taken. 
This section of the foreign min 
istry, whose work was generally 
adm inistrative, 
was 
moved 
to 
Muehlhausen from Berlin about a 
month ago when many government 
offices were moved Into this area 
some 140 miles southwest of Ber­ 
lin, where the Nazis believed they 
would be comparatively safe. 
No Resistance Offered 
But the staff barely had time to 
get set up and organized when 
tanks of the Sixth arm ored divi­ 
sion roared into the city, which 
offered no resistance and conse­ 
quently hardly was touched 
by 
war. 
Just 
before 
taking 
this 
pic­ 
turesque old world city of 50,000, 
the Sixth armored commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Robert W. Grow of W ash­ 
ington, D. C., also seized numerous 
members of the German railroad 
m inistry at 
Scherbda, 
IO 
miles 
south of Muehlhausen. 
The photographic departm ent of 
Transocean News Agency was cap­ 
tured a t Langensalza, five miles 
southeast. 
This area was to have been one 
of the main dispersal centers for 
Gorman governm ent departm ents 
when th e encroachm ents of the 
Russians on the east and the re­ 
peated aerial bombings of Berlin 
forced the transfer of many of the 
reich'! offices away from the capi­ 
tal. 
W hen the decision was made to 
leave Berlin, two departm ents of 
the foreign m inistry were trans­ 
ferred here, but Von Ribbentrop 
and his closest associates fled else­ 
where. 
Cow ered In Fear 
The officials 
who came 
here 
were found cowering in apartm ents, 
basem ents, garages and homes of 
friends. 
Inasmuch as the officials were 
civilians, 
they 
were 
placed 
in 
charge of Allied M ilitary Govern 
m ent officers, including Maj. Royce 
W eisenberger of Hope, Ark., former 
lawyer and legislator, and Capt. 
Judson De Loach of Lakeland, Fla., 
former mem ber of the Associated 
Press staff in A tlanta, Ga. 
The enemy officials said Berlin 
is at least 75 percent destroyed and 
most governm ent buildings gone, 
but 
added 
that 
the 
SS 
(Elite 
Guard) and Gestapo still hold an 
iron fist over the people of the 
ruined capital. 
Trem bling as he spoke, one Ger­ 
man said: “Most of us feel the war 
is lost, but until now we did not 
dare talk about it for fear of what 
might happen to us.’* 
People 
in 
Germany 
generally 
have ceased believing some secret 
weapon still may win the war. he 
said, but at the same time believe 
the war will continue if the RS and 
Gestapo hold the whip hand. 
Fear Russians M ost 
The people are extremely pes­ 
simistic about any group of Ger­ 
mans w restling power from Hitler, 
Hlmm ler and their henchmen. 
H itler is still very much alive, 
the captives insisted. A man who 
said he took the picture of H itler 
shaking hands with Mussolini two 
hours after the army coup failed 
last July declared: 
"There was 
nothing 
fake 
about 
it.

Reporter Sees First Bomb, 


At Close Range, When 


Nipponese Attack

WITH U. S. 24TH ARMY CORPS, 
Okinawa, April l l —Every newcom­ 
er to the war zone wonders what 
the first air raid will be like and 
how he will act. I know now. 
During moat of it, I was lost in a 
Jeep with three navy men, scarce­ 
ly realizing a raid was on. But 
there were times when I bit the 
dirt. 
Coming ashore to Join the 24th 
corps, I was left on the wrong 
beach, on the wrong side of the 
river. The air raid siren sounded 
while I web crossing the river as 
a hitch-hiker aboard an amphibious 
tractor. 
Nothing came our way and soon 
"all clear" sounded. 
I started to hitch-hike south, and 
several vehicles later, reached the 
24th corps beaching headquarters. 
^ got a lift In a jeep with the riavy 
men. 
Like A Color Movie 
Suddenly, out of the low-hanging 
clouds, a Japanese plane material­ 
ised. The scene was like a color 
movie on a gigantic screen. No­ 
body on the beach moved. 
The enemy plane seemed to he 
gliding—through a thick curtain of 
tracers and 5-lnch shell bursts— 
toward the shipping in the harbor. 
It was like watching a slow motion 
film—something 
unreal and gro­ 
tesque; 
something you dreamed. 
Time was suspended and breath­ 
ing stopped 
It seemed longer than the actual 
few 
seconds 
before 
the 
plane 
crashed and disappeared in the 
water. Then the beach rang with 
cheers. 
A few moments later we were 
about to drive off when another 
plane broke through the low over- 
cast — heading for the beach, 
straight ovqr us—darting low 
Anti-aircraft fire from the close- 
lying American ships started ex­ 
ploding over us.
